V. A. PROPOSES GUIDELINES 
FOR IONIZING RADIATION 
HEALTH CARE 


. The Vetenans Administration has 
announced’ proposed guidelines fox 
its medical facilities by which they 
will provide the health care for 
‘tertain veterans exposed to ioniz- 
ing radiation as provided by leg- 
islation enacted Nov, 3, 1981. 

"The Veterans’ Health Care, 
Traing aid Small Business Act 
of 1981, authorizes VA to provide 
specified health care to veterans, 
who, while serving on active mili- 
tary’ duty, were exposed (0 ionizing 
nadiation from the detaatlon of 
4 Huelear device. Included were 
‘those who participated in either 
the testing of stich a device or the 
American occuption of Hiroshima 
or Nagasaki, Japan, betwéen 
Sept, 11, 1945, and July 1, 1946 

The guidelines, which VA has 
furnished to its field facilities on 
an intérim basis, will be published 
in the Fedéral Register and public 
comment will be invited. 

VA directs its field fatilities 
that: “Each veténan sho partici- 
Pated in the testiig of a nuclear 
device or who participated in the 

of Hiroshima or Naga- 
gaki, Japan, between Sept. 11, 1945 
and July 1, 1946, and avho: requests 
VA medical care, will be provided 
&@ complete medical history, physi- 
cal examinatiqgn and appropriate 
agnostic stullies. “Where the 
findings reveal w condition réquir- 
ing treatment, the responsible staff 
physician shall make a determin 
ation ag {0 whether the condition 
resulted fron a cause other than 
the veteran’s expostire to ionizing 
wadiation. Conditions other than 
eaicér até tstially considered 6 
be due to catises other that ex. 
postr to ionizing radiation.” 

If, upon examination, a veteran 
is found to require care trider ithis 
authority, verification of his ex. 
posite mist be dade, but this 
should fot delay initiation of ap 
propriate care,

HEAT STORAGE 

Everyone is familiar with what 
happens to a metal porch chair 
when it is left in the sun. It gets 


very warm, sometimes even un- 


comfortable. 

If the metal chair is placed in 
the shade, out of the direct rays 
of the sun, it continues to stay 
wan for awhile but soon gives up 
‘its heat, The metal chair is, in 
effect, a reservoir accumulating 
the sun’s radiation or warmith. 

In a dwelling that uses a pas- 
sive solar system for. heating, a 
heat storage reservoir is a vital 
part of the system, Quite obvious- 
ly the sun’s heat is incoming only 
during the day. Heat must be stor- 
ed from day to night and from 
sunny day to cloudy day. Various 
materials. can be used to store the 
heat of the sun, but preference is 
given to. those that are relatively 
inexpensive, have high heat-sitor- 
age capacity and are good. con- 
ductors. For these reasons, water 
or masonry (concrete, bricks, 
adobe, etc.). are often used for 
heat storage. In the language of 
solar energy these heat storage 


materials. are said to have ‘‘ther- - 


mal miass,’? 

Thermal mass commonly takes 
the form of masonry floors or 
walls in a building. If water is 
used for a thermial-miass wall, it 
is usually placed in metal or fi- 
berglass tanks or tubes. Regard- 
less of what material is used, it 
must be positioned so that the 
sunlight coming ‘through the south- 
facing glass wall will strike the 
thermal mass. 

The basic concept of heat stor- 
age via thermal mass is the 
same in all passive solar energy 
systems, whether they use di- 
rect-gain, indirect-gain or isolat- 
ed-gain methods. In each sys- 
tem, the thermal mass stores the 
sun’s energy for release at a 
later time. 

in direct-gain, miasonry floor 

and/or «walls usually serve as the 
thermal storage area. With indi- 
rect-gain systems, the thermal 
storage wall forms the south wall 
of the building ahd is covered with 
glass on the outside. In the isolat- 
ed-gain system, where the sun’s 
nadiation is collected and store 
away from the living area, water 
or rocks are commonly used as 
the storage medium. If water is 
used ag the thermal mass, it is 
usually with indirect-gain, 

Increasing the thickness of any 
thermal mass will allow it to 
store more heat, although it will 
also take longer for the mass 
to absorb its capacity. Converse- 
ly, the thicker the thermal mags, 
the longer Is will take to cool: 

Bocatisa a too-thick thermal 

W7ia6a GAN actually slow the rate 
of heat tnansfer and make a sys- 
tem less efficient, optimum 
thicknesses for thermal mass walls 
have been calculated, Such calcula. 
tions. are based on the material 
used, location of the building and 
type of passive heating system be- 
ing used. 

This same system works in te- 
verse for cooling. If you cool the 
tiass off at night by opening win- 
dows it will serve as a heat sink 
during the day to cool the area. 

Whether one chooses Masonry or 
Water for heat storage i is 4 matter 
of preferencte, there is only a slight 
difference in the efficiency of the 
two,

PARAPLEGIC UMO STUDENT 
JUST “INCONVENIENCED” 


Jim Greenleaf of Old Town: is 
equally at home on the stage, cook- 
ing a gourmet meal or hang-glid- - 
ing from a 400-foot cliff. Unusual? 
Not particularly—unless, like Jim 
Greenleaf, you are a panaplegic. 

But for Jim Greenleaf these ac- 
complishments are not unuswal he- 
cause he is adamant about the 
fact that he’s not disabled—just 


inconvenienced. “I can do any- 7P 


thing that anyone else can, ex- 
cept walk,” says the 33-year-old 
University of Maine at Orono so- 
phomore, “‘although some things. 
may take me a little longer.” 

Jim has been paralyzed from 
the chest down since an automobile 
accident on route nine at Wesley 
Corner back in 1973. He was 24, 
a U. §. Army veteran with 11 
months. of combat duty with the 
1973 Airborne Division in Vietnam 
and a sheet metal worker plying 
his trade out of Atlanta, Ga., when 
he returned. to Maine on: vacation. 
His. frip up the so-called Airline 
Road ended when a front tire on 
his auto blew out and the vehi- 
cle careened into a bridge abut- 
‘ment, 

For the next five months Jim 
was hospitalized at the Eastern 
Maine Medical Center and during 
that time he had a great deal of 
time to ponder his predicament. 
“I avondered about not being a 
fully productive man and asked 
myself ‘where do I go from here’,” 
Jim remembers, 

From there Jim went quite a 
few places. Although paralyzed 
from the chest down, he did re- 
tain thé use of both hands. He 
worked in Washington, D. C., with 
the President's Committee on the 
Handicapped. He served with the 
National Paraplegic Foundation, 
the Paralyzed Veterans of Amieri- 
ca and did accessibility studies for 
Bangor’s Urbari Retiewal Program. 
In 1976 he teceived his diploma 
from Bangor High School and in 
1877 he enrolled in the University 
of Maine at Orono, taking a. num- 
ber of art colrses. After one year 
he transferred to the School of 
Human Development; 

Last year Jim decided he need- 
ed a changé in scenery and wea- 
ther and. draveled to California 
where he enrolled at the Univer- 
sity o£ California at Sani Diego, 
taking sévétal att courses and a 
photography course. 

The pace of living there, how- 
evér, Was a bit fast for “an oid 
man like me,’ says Jim wand he 
decided to retimm to Maine. But 
hot before he infed his own vei 
sion of the faster living pace. Jim 
‘iid a little solo hang-pliding while 
enrolled at San Diego, taking off 
from the top of 4 400-foot cliff ard 
soaring over the counttyside. 

“Partaway through the glide my 
legs came ott of the straps and I 
got pretty seared,’ he says, He 
admits, though, that it was.a very 
exhilarating experiente, 

Jim asknowledges there are peri- 
ods: of depression still and exe 
i¢ spasm problems. 
wath his legs, problenis that could 
bé minimized by drugs but which 
he préfers not fo tise. Then there’s 

always the wecessibility and bath- 
room: facilities hassles, Bit he's 
acd fot to become vexeta- 

ive.

STATE POLICE WARN OF 
THREE BIG WINTER THREATS 


The Maine State Police alert 
motorists to the three big threats 
that the forthcoming winter driv- 
ing season adds to nomial driving 
hazards, 

“Lowered visability, insufficient 
traction and teniperature changes 
can spell disaster for the motorist 
who forgets to gward agiainsit these 
seasonal dangers,” said Col. Allan 
H. Weeks, chief of the Maine Staite 
Police, 

As motorists must reaccuisitiom 
themselves to adverse weather 
conditions, their vehicles must al- 
so undergo changes. 

As for changes in driving habits 
Col. Weeks recommended motor- 
ists to “go slow on ice and snow,” 
even though vehicles may have 
excellent brakes, good tires and 
tire chains are used. In addition, 
weather ‘conditions may call for 
slower than normal speeds and in- 
creasingly greater distance be- 
tween. vehicles, 

Concerning before-the-rush ve- 
hicle ‘winterization mainitenanice, 
the state police chief recommen- 
ded: 

Engine tuneups — indespensible 
for dependable starts when the 
mercury plunges, More impontant- 
ly, a sputtering, unresponsive en- 
gine makes vehicle control on 
snow covered of slick surfaces un- 
necessarily difficult, if not impos- 
sible. 

Electrical system — iat tuneup 
time, have the battery checked, 
the generator (or alternator). plus 
the wiring and distributor checked 
for breaks and cracks that can 
short out. 

Lightsall must be working and 
must be kept clean. 

Exhaust—make sure the entire 
exhaust system is tight and is not 
leaking deadly carbon monoxide 
gas, 

Antifreeze — keep recommended 
proportions for prevailing tem- 
peratures, Permanent type anti- 
freeze should be replaced every 
two years. 

Windshield—cracked and dry wi- 
ber blades cause streaking, and 
weak pressure wiper arms cannot 
clear snow and ice buildups, Re- 
place wiper blades, if needed, and 
Have ithe heater-defroster sys- 
tem chécked, at the same time. 

Brakestinevert braking iy sure 
to throw a vehicle into a skid on 
slick roads, Have brakes checked 
and adjusted, if necessary, 

Tites—good treads are iniportant 
all the time, but are éspecially 
important when roadways are slip- 
pery. : 

Tire chains—the best assist in 
dsep siiow and glare ica are 
chains,

This Clause provides for action’ 


on the part.of the tmade represen- 
tative on Canadian tnade practices 
in the United States that can be 
proved to be “unjustifiable, un- 
he fg ie or discriminatory.” if 
he finds ithe:claims to be valid,~the 
trade répresentative then may rec- 
ommend to: the president the en- 
actment.of retaliatory action. Such 
action could include increased tar- 
iffs, establishment of new quotas 
or other means. 

To further this. process, I have 
arranged for the trade represen- 
tative's office to provide the servi- 
ces of legal advisors tu assist 
Maine growers in filing petitions, 
By completing this task, the grow- 
ers can draw proper attention fo 
a situation. badly in need of re- 
view. 

This arrangement could prove to 
be a significant step toward the 
resolution of the potato problem, 
but growers must participate in 
order to be effective. The plan of- 
fers a reasonable solution to the 
‘trade problem, and I would urge 
Maine growers to participate in 
the petition process, Should the 
$200 fee be litigated in the courts 
and found to be unconstitutional, it 
could be another ariswer.

The rate of increase declined in. 
1980-81 for the second itime since 
1973-74, In 1978-79 the wate of in- 
crease was 7.8% and in 1979-80 it 
was 7.4%. 

The total cost figure, which was
